DR.  McGLYNN  S  CASE. 


A  Bloomfield  Pastor  takas  up  a  Live 
Topic  and  Discusses  it  from  the 
American  Standpoint. 

Th®  theme  of  th®  discourse  at  the  Bap¬ 
tist  church  la*t  Sunday  evening  was  the 
Kx communication  of  Dr.  McGlynn.  1  he 
PMtor  gave  as  his  text  1  Feter3  :  14.  •‘Xfid 
be  not  afraid  of  their  terror,  neither  be 
troubled.’’ 

He  said  tli at  Dr.  McOlysa's  name  had 
become  familiar  over  the  Christian  world 
lu  connect  Ion  with  the  labor  questi<>0.  and 
was  likely  to  remain  exalted  with  that 
'(uestion,  which  is  “here  to  stay.'*  The 
speaker  did  not  indorse  the  thories  of  Dr. 
McGlynn  or  of  Henry  George,  although 
admitting  that  ther**  was  muds  truth  in 
them,  and  holding  that  the  principle  ad¬ 
vocated  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
brotherhood  of  man  is  eminently  Chris¬ 
tian. 

In  speaking  of  ths  man,  he  said  that  he 
considered  Dr.  McGlynn  an  eircptlonaily 
able  man.  a  clear  and  vigorous  thinker,  an 
aide  speaker,  and  possessed  of  the  quali¬ 
ties  of  a  suctessfid  leader.  He  Is  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  sincere  man  ;  neither  moved 
by  money  considerations  nor  by  ambition, 
but  inspired  by  pure  motives  of  benevo¬ 
lence.  He  is  a  man  of  courage,  who,  ap¬ 
pealing  to  the  martyrs  of  the  past,  declares 
I  wouhl  “go  personally  to  suffer  perpetual 
imprisonment,  to  be  burned  at  the  slake, 
to  suffer  all  that  human  malignity  could 
suggest,  rather  than  permit  myself  for  one 
instant,  or  by  one  hairsbreadth  to  be 
turner]  from  the  holy  will  of  God  my  Fath¬ 
er,  my  Maker  and  my  Muster.”  The  man 
has  evidently  been  chafing  under  the  evils 
of  his  church.'  He  has  seen  the  despotic 
workings  of  what  he  calls  '‘the  machine,'' 
the  Propaganda,  which  lias  direct  dbntrol 
of  all  the  priests  of  this  land,  which  is  re- 
gaided  as  a  heathen  land.  The  priesto 
are  the  sworn  subjects  of  that  foreign  so¬ 
ciety,  and  of  ail  absolute  power.  They 
are  not  freo-men.  In  all  likelihood  this 
man  will  remain  firm  and  true  to  his  pres¬ 
ent  position.  Opposition  will  only  strength¬ 
en  one  who  manifestly  has  such  decision 
of  character.  The  present  may  be  the 
Hist  step  in  a  full  alienation  from  Rome. 

But,  it  is  his  excommunication  that  is 
the  theme  to-uight.  The  fact.  The  case 
against  him  is  that  he,  contrary  to  the  or¬ 
ders  of  the  Archbishop  of  New  York,  at¬ 
tended  and  took  part  in  a  political  meet¬ 
ing  on  the  tirst  ol  October  last.  For  J,his 
he  was  suspended  for  two  weeks.  Later, 
because  of  remarks  be  lia^i  made  to  a  re¬ 
potter  that  were  supposed  to  reflect  on  the 
Pope,  but  which  reflection  he  totally  dis¬ 
claimed,  he  was  again  suspended.  Later, 
being  called  upon  to  acltnowledge  his 
wrong  and  to  appear  before  the  Propa¬ 
ganda  at  Rome,  and  given  forty  days  in 
which  to*  do  so,  and  refusing,  he  was  pul*- 
iicly  excommunicated.  Nlhe  notice  of  the 
escowmunicatiou  being  published  July 
Stli.;  (The  speaker  read  the  text  of  the  ex¬ 
communication.) 

The  excommunication  is  what  is  termed 
the  major  excommunication.  He  Is  “cut 
off  from  the  communion  of  the  church, 
from  its  sacraments,  and  participation  in 
its  prayers,  and  should  he  persevere  in  his 
■ontinuacy,  deprived  of  the  right  after 
death  to  Christian  burial.  Re  is  the  sec¬ 
ond  Catholic  priest  excommunicated  in 
lliih  manner,  In  ‘this  couutry,.  The  act 
hiis  gone  forth,  and  is  now  a  matter  of 
history. 

As  to  the  right  of  it  Undoubtedly  every 
religious  society  and  every  other  society 
lias  the  moral  right  ty  determine  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  membership,  and  to  declare  on 
what  grounds  membership  shall  cease. 
But  In  the  exercise  of  this  right,  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  person  are  guarded  by  law, 
which  has  decided  that  no  church  shall 
unjustly  injure  a  man  in  his  business  or 
personal  or  professional  Interests.  By 
instructions  from  Rome  issued  a  few  years 
ago.  a  committee  of  clergymen  in  each 
diocese  was  to  be  appointed  “to  investigate 
all  charges  against  a  priest,  and  whose 
report  is  to  some  ext  anil  a  necessary  step 
in  withdrawing  a  priest’s  faculties,  or  re¬ 
moving  him  from  a  pastoral  charge.” 
Whether  this  order  was  followed  in  Dr. 
McGlyim's  case,  we  must  leave  to  him  and 
to  the  Vicar-general  and  the  Archbishop 
of  Now  York.  If  It  was  not  observed,  he 
was  unfairly  dealt  by. 

But,  note  the  difference — the  difforance 
between  an  excommunication  nowt  and 
one  of  the  old-time.  There  is  no  differ- 
ance  in  the  word.  Although  this  has  been 
put  mildly,  it  is  nevertheless  substantially 
the  same  as  all  post  excommunications. 
For  it  reads :  “with  all  the  penalties  at¬ 
tached  to  the  censure  by  the  canons  of 
the  church.”  This  involves  not  only  “ex¬ 
clusion  from  the  mass,  from  burial  in  con¬ 
secrated  ground,  from  ecclesiastical  juris¬ 
diction,  but  from  all  intercourse  with  other 
Christians.”  But  the  difference  is  here: 
that  now  the  Roman  church  cannot  wield 
the  civil  power  to  cany  out  Its  Interdict, 
and  If  It  should  otherwise  attempt  it,  be¬ 
yond  the  religious  rit«-s  Involved,  the  per¬ 
sons  so  attempting  wouhl  bo  liable  to  pros- 
utior  for  boycotting.  The  difference  is 
that  we  live  in  tho  19th  century,  and  nut 
the  Kith  ;  In  tWs  free  land  and  not  In  the 
i  e  Papal  domains.  The  difference  Is 
between  a  word  and  a  blow  ;  between  say¬ 
ing  that  a  man  must  go  out  of  the  church, 

,1  .  f  putting  him  in  a  dungeon  and  driv- 
iug  him  to  the  rack  and  stake:  and  thank 
God  for  the  difference ! 

As  to  the  excommunication.  Dr.  Mo- 
Glynn  says  that  the  origin  of  the  trouble 
is  that  he  “taught  the  doctrine  that  God 
made  the  land  for  the  people,  and  that  he 
refused  to  retract  it”  Vicar  General 
Preston  says  that  the  cause  was  “not  for 
holding  certain  political  opinions  contra¬ 
ry  to  the  teaching  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
nor  for  any  political  actions,  but  for  diso¬ 
beying  the  positive  command  of  the  Ro¬ 
man  pontiff  (in  the  notice  of  excomuuica- 
tion  called  foreign  pontiff)  summoning  him 
to  Rome.  He  refused,  thereby  expressing 
contempt  for  the  highest  authority  in  the 
church.  ’  But,  why  the  command  Y  Was 
it  not  tnat  Dr.  McGlynn  had  dared  as  an 
American  citiaen  to  exercise  the  righto  of 
an  American  citizen ;  to  have  an  op  n Ion 
of  his  own.  and  to  express  thatopmon 

where  he  would?  The  cause  was  that  this 

man  denied  the  right  of  the  Pope  or  of 


any  foreign  potentate  to  say  what  he  as  an 
American  citizen  should  hold  to  political, 
ly.  or  do  in  carryirg  out  his  political  coo 
vlctiooa.  The  case  waa  a  test  case.  It 
wss  needful  for  the  papacy  to  decide 
whether  even  In  a  fro- land  a  priest  should 
b«  free  even  politically.  As  he  expressed  it 
“As  long  as  the  church  In  America  gives 
the  Pope  to  understand  that  it  will  stand 
no  Interference  on  his  part  in  politics  or 
policies  here ;  that  it  will  allow  no  Arch 
hisop  to  say  that  an  American  citizen 
shall  never  make  another  politics  op*-e*  h 
or  attend  any  political  meeting  without 
permission  from  the  Propaganda — then  I 
say  all  will  be  wall.  Let  the  Romau  ma¬ 
chine  of  which  the  P6pe  Is  a  mere  puppet 
clearly  understand  tills.  Let  them  know 
that  its  adherents  are  sot  to  be  sold  for 
the  purpose  of  reviving  the  Pope  s  ternp« 
al  power  which  Is  to  day  as  dead  as  J  ulius 
t  rt-sar.  I  deny  the  right  of  Bishop.  Pro¬ 
paganda  or  Pops  to  punith  me  for  my  ac¬ 
tions  as  a  man  and  a  citizen  in  the  late 
municipal  canvaas,  or  in  other  jMilitieal 
movements.  I  deny  their  right  to  gan- 
sure  me  or  to  punielii  m«>  f>>r  my  opinions 
in  political  economy  unions  they  can  show 
that  these  opinions  are  cleurly  con  rary 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Christian  religion.  ' 
As  Mr.  James  J.  G&h&n  expressed  it  at 
the  Academy  of  Music  last  Sunday  night: 

We  repudiate  her  attempt  to  give  ofli.  ial 
sanction  to  an  interference  in  American 
politics,  ami  also  that  our  nou-Catholic 
fellow  citizens  may  know  that  in  matters 
purely  political  not  one  jot  or  tittle  of  our 
allegiance  shall  be  diverted  to  any  poten¬ 
tate  or  power  on  earth,  but  Is  given  In  all 
its  fullness  to  the'government  of  these 
United  States.” 

Those  are  brave  words.  They  are  true 
words.  They  are  timely  words.  For  one 
of  the .  strongest  menaces  to  the  freedom 
of  this  land  consists  in  the  aims  of  the  pa¬ 
pacy,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Jesuits  and 
other  representatives  of  the  Pope  in  this 
countiy.  If  all  Romanists  come  to  udopt 
such  sentiments  as  those  of  Dr.  McGlynn 
and  Mr.  Gahan,  then  we  may  well 
rejoice  in  the  recent  events  we  are  con¬ 
sidering  to  night.  We  cannot  be  mis¬ 
led  by  any  flimsy  pietext  that  Rome  would 
not  have  its  servents  interfere  in  the  poli¬ 
tics  of  a  land.  How  comical — in  view  of 
facts — were  the  wofds  of  an  Archbishop, 
pointing  out  the  strange,  unnatural  con¬ 
duct  of  a  Romish  priest!  Witness  the  in¬ 
terference  of  Rome  for  a  thousand  years 
and  more  in  the  politics  of  the  world! 
Witness  the  recent  acts  of  the  l’opte,  in 
league  with  Bismark  (that  prince  of  poli¬ 
cy-men)  in  Germany!  But  not  in  this 
land  would  tho  Pope  have  phis  interfer¬ 
ence — Is  that  it?  Witness  Maximilian, 
sent  to  Mexico  by  behest  of  the  Pope  to 
to  save  Mexico  to  Romanism !  Witness 
the  recognition  by  the  Pope  of  tlie  South¬ 
ern  Confederacy — (the  only  power  or  pre¬ 
tended  power  that  recognized  it).  No ! 

It  Is  this:  that  the  Pope’s. servants  must 
bo  In  politics  his  servants  and  not  their 
own  free-men. 

But  what  shall  be  the  bearings  of  Dr. 
McGlynn’s  excommunication?  What  are 
they  upon  himself? 

He  ceases  practically  to  be  a  priest  and 
a  member  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  ; 
although  still  holding  to  Its  creed  and  ro- 
ligous  practices.  The  sacraments  and 
Roiuish  burial  on  Romish  ground  are  to 
be  denied  him.  Of  this  he  says  :  They 
threaten  me  with  exclusion  from  the  sa¬ 
craments  lu  life  ^nd  with  denial  of  Chris¬ 
tian  burial  after  death.  '  Thuie  is  little 
blood  in  my  veins  that  is  not  Irish,  yet  I 
am  un-Irish  in  this,  that  Idon't  care  much 
about  my  wake  and  burial.  They  may 
throw  my  body  into  tlie  seu  or  burn  it. 
What  I  do  care  about  is  my  poor  soul, 
Ami  I  am  theologian  enough  to  know,  and 
have  always  taught  it  that  precious  as 
the  sucrumeuts  are,  they  are  in  truth  on¬ 
ly  sjgng,  and  symbols,  and  a  man  can  be 
saved  without  them  if  God's  grace  bo  Av- 
en  to  Him  and  his  heart  and  inind  are 
clear  and  pure  before  God..” 

Again,  after  his  sxcommunicution,  he 
says:  “l  may  have  thought  it  the  part 
of  a  devoted  and  ardently  loving  child  to 
cover  if  I  could,  with  tho  cloak  of  pallia¬ 
tion  the  deficiencies,  the  errors,  the  blun¬ 
ders,  and  even  crimes,  of  the  human  side 
of  t  lm  church,  that  I  might  not  incur  that 
malediction  laid  ou  that  son  of  Noah  who 
gloried  in  his  father's  shame.”  Thus  does 
he  scourge  the  ecclesiastical  machine,  and 
makes  the  sad  acknowledgment  of  tlie 
failure  of  bis  church  in  lands  where  it  is 
best  able  to  carry  out  its  principles.  He 
rejoices  that  he  Is  now  free  to  declare  tlje 
truth  and  of  the  design  of  Romanism,  he 
says  :  “The  whole  of  this  policy  is  large¬ 
ly  prompted,  Instigated  and  animated  by 
the  frenzied  desire  for  the  restoration  of 
the  Tope’s  rotten  old  temporal  throne  that 
everybody  but  a  fool  or  a  member  of  the 
Roman  machine  sees  clearly  is  as  dead  as 
Julius  Cuesar.  Aud  so  they  are  selling  out 
the  precious  liberties  of  the  people,  the 
Catholic  people,  who  have  been  most 
faithful  to  the  spiritual  side  of  the  church, 
the  Irish  and  the  Germans  and  the  Poles. 
They  are  selling  them  out  in  order  to  get 
in  return  the  diplomatic  aid  of  Bismark 
and  the  Czar  and  th0  English  Cabinet  to¬ 
ward  the  restoration  of  the  temporal 
throne  of  the  Pope  in  the  land  of  Italy,  to 
make  the  Italian  people  curse,  if  possible, 
more  than  they  are  cursing  to  day,  the 
thing  that  they  hate  with  all  the  energy 
of  their  being,  the  monstrous  interference 
in  the  name  of  Christ,  of  the  Pope  and  the 
Pope’s  men  In  the  politics  of  ther  country. 
And  not  satisfied  with  their  horrid  work 
they  are  now  anxious  to  bedevil  the  Cath¬ 
olicism  of  Poland,  Germany,  Ireland, 
Auierioa  and  all  tho  English  speaking 
countries  so  that  they  may  be  brought  to 
the  same  wretched  douditiou  of  irreligioii, 
of  hostility  to  the  church,  ana  of  satanic 
hatred  of  very  name  of  God.” 

The  speaker  quoted  farther  from  Dr. 
McGlynn’s  declaration  s  since  his  excoin 
munication,  and  expressed  his  opinion  that 
the  result  would  be  the  weakening  of  the 
ecclesiastical  power  of  the  Pope,  as  shown 
by  the  defiant  and  determined  attitude  of 
not  a  few  Independent  Raman  Catt  olics 
In  America.  “Let  conscience  and  the 
Holy  Spirit  be  exalted.”  as  Dr  McGlynn 
avers ;  let  the  spirit  of  American  freedom 
assert  itself  more  fully,  and  lot  the  Ro¬ 
manist  take  with  conscience  and  Jjhe  Holy 
Spirit,  the  Word^of  God  as  guide,  and 
forth  from  the  ranks  of  that  wide  spread, 
long-contindbd  power  shall  march  an  army 
of  religious  freemen,  to  do  valiant  service 
for  the  right,  and  to  make  the  world  bet¬ 
ter.  and  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  Son 
of  Man.  “The  Lord  hasten  it  in  his  time.”

The  English  Sparrow. 

Many  years  ago  we  first  made  the 
acquaintance  of  the  sparrow,  and  we 
were  fascinated  by  his  saucy,  content 
ed  drollery.  It  was  in  London,  and 
just  outside  the  window  within  which 
>ur  studies  were  supposed  to  be  car¬ 
ried  on  was  a  leaden  roof  whereon 
could  l>e  observed  at  every  hour  the 
domestic  manners  and  social  customs 
>f  these  restless  little  rascals.  We  were 
never  tired  of  their  antics — their  tem¬ 
pestuous  love  making,  their  indefatig¬ 
able  housekeeping,  their  petulant  qur- 
rels,  shatp  tongued  ami  sharp- leaked 
too ;  and  they  cast  shrewd, little,  glanc¬ 
es  from  time  to  time  at  us  with  much 
the  expression  of  a  party  of  savages 
making  merry  near  the  great  idol  of 
of  some  divinity.  Since  ^hose  days, 
like  most  other  Americans,  we  have 
become  rather  blase  on  this  subject, 
less  resjxmsive  to  the  sparrows  advan¬ 
ces,  and  have  finally  come  to  consider 
him  no  better  than  a  winged  rat.  In 
fact  he  is  in  one  respect  a  good  deal 
worse,  for  he  is  doing  what  the  rats 
(caunot  do :  driving  our  song  birds  from 
their  former  haunts  about  our  homes 
to  distant  and  unknown  resorts,  where 
they  can.be  free  from  liis  chattering 
j>ersecutions.  About  our  home  there 
are  fewer  song  birds  than  ever  within 
our  recollection.  Not  a  single  catbird 
came  hist  summer,  nor  could  we  hear 
of  one  alx*ut  the  neighborhood  ;  not  a 
wren ;  not  even  the  valorous  little 
blue-bird  ;  not  a  tauager  ;  not  a  mar¬ 
tin  ;  not  an  oriole.  Formerly  there 
were  many,  and  the  groves  morning 
aud  evening  resounded  with  their 
mingled  notes;  last  year  they  were 
fewer ;  this  year  there  were  none.  A 
pair  of  scarlet  tanagers  and  and  a  pair 
of  orchard  orioles  were  indeed  seen 
£6r  a  week  or  so,  hut  were  soon  killed 
or  driven  off.  Only  the  robins  and 
the  spotted  thrushes  hold  their  ground 
and  who  con  tell  how  long  they  will 
do  so  ?  Tlieso  three  pests,  sparrows, 
red  squirrels  and  strolling  cats,  have 
among  them  done  tho  mischief,  aud 
every  lover  of  birds  should  give  orders 
to  have  all  such  vermin  shot  at  sight.
